and got d own to seriou s facts. 
He 
was not there, as he said , to engage 
in sp ectacu lar flights of oratory or 
to attem p t to

issu es, bu t 
sim p ly to trace back the origin 
of 
the two p arties and bring 
ou t 
the 
fu nd am ental d ifference between 
the

The v ery natu re of ou r

p rogressed , 
the 
names of the two p arties u nd erwent 
changes, bu t their p rincip als rem ain­ 
ed the same.

LOW DOWN CAMPAIGNING 


Senator Williams brought his cam­ 
paign to a low 
plane 
in 
Moberly, 
when he slurred the good roads work 
in Missouri and tried to discredit the 
part Major Hawes played in the good 
roads movement.

rain had made some of the roads 
in 
North Missouri impassable, and thus 
interferred with Senaitor 
Williams’ 
meeting. The Senator made the fact 
the occasion for a few sneering re­ 
marks about Missouri good roads and 
about Major Hawes’ work in connec­ 
tion with them. 
We quote a para­ 
graph from his remarks: 
“Political meetings are being 
called off in Missouri because of 
the continuous rains. Rains make 
the roads 
impassable 
and the 
people cannot come out. 
I am 
tempted to talk about good roads 
for a few minutes. 
Hawes 
has 
filled the State with advertise­ 
ment that he is the 
father of 
good roads in Missouri, and the 
country newspapers are 
bring­ 
ing 
you

in 
which Hawes insists on the fact 
that he is the farther of good 
roads. 
That issue is not in this 
campaign and it may be settled 
some other day between

Jefferson City,

opinion issued by Attorney General 
N. T. Gentry, Highway Department 
officials said today. 
The opinion holds that the

Highway Department is empowered 
to let contracts for he eomtpleion of 
certain gups in secondary roads “if 
the commission finds that it is to the 
interest of the State and the travel­ 
ing public”.

which most need to be watched. 
Gin saws should be sharp and true 
without broken or bent teeth in order 
tc- gin the coition without breaking 
the fibers and 
turn 
out an 
even 
length smooth sample, 
the 
bulletin 
says. 
The immaiture ami wet cotton 
ginned in Southeast Missouri 
last 
fall left many of the gins in bad con­ 
dition. 
Unless these have been com­ 
pletely overhauled and put in good 
repair only poor work can be 
done. 
Further trouble of this kind is being 
reduced by installing 
cleaners 
and 
ball extractors. 
Most gins start the 
season with these 
conditions taken 
care of. 
Farmers, 
however, 
should 
see that the gin they patronize is in 
good shape, the Missouri College of 
Agriculture adds. 
Gin saws which run too fast 
are 
probably a more common cause 
of 
trouble as they cut the fiber 
badly. 
This should be very carefully watch­ 
ed this year, says Ide P. Trotter of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
Four hundred revolutions per minute 
is the highest speed for average good 
work. 
For long staple cotton even 
slower speeds are needed, says Trot- 
•ter. 
The quality of the Southeast Mis- 
s< uri cotton crop for 1926-1927 can 
be greatly improved, he adds, by fol­ 
lowing three simple suggestions: 
1. 
Pick cotton clean. 
2. 
Gin only dry cotton. 
3. 
Gin for quality sample rather 
than quantity of bales.

HAWES OPPOSED TO CONVICTS 
COMPETING WITH FREE LABOR 


In the Sixty-eighth Congress a bill 
was passed, without having received 
extensive consideration, which 
pro­ 
vided for the construction of a fac­ 
tory in connection with the Federal 
Penitentiary 
in 
Leavenworth, 
at 
which factory the convicts were 
to 
manufacture boots and shoes. 
An important paragraph in the bill, 
which appeared at the very end 
of 
the bill, did not receive attention. 
This paragraph provided that 
the 
army, navy, marine eorpe and other 
military and naval branches of 
the 
government should purchase all shoes 
from the penitentiary before 
going 
into the open market for footwear. 
This mean« open competition, by con­ 
vict labor with free labor and capital 
in the manufacture 
of 
almost 
one 
million pairs of shoes a year. 
The attention of Mr. Hawes 
was 
tailed to this situation 
during 
the 
Sixty-ninth Congress. 
He communi­ 
cated with the 
prison 
department, 
and discovered that the m anufactur­ 
ing plant was 
being 
equipped 
at 
Leavenworth. 
Mr. Hawes immediately introduc­ 
ed a bill, providing for the repeal of

One day in a fit of anger he killed 
one of his superiors with an ax and 
Immediately fled aboard his ship to 
cape the wrath of Peter the Great 
In London he armed his vessel with 
12 guns and sailed for Norway.

man-of-war but defeated it and took 
possession.

Practically all of Southeast 
Mis­

has 
been 
reclaimed 
from 
swamps, which accounts for the mar­ 
velous fertility of the soil. The farm ­ 
ers, however, 
are 
less 
prosperous 
than in any other section of the state, 
due largely to the landlord 
system 
¿under which tenants of the poorest 
sort undertake to get on by 
simply 
raising and selling crops. 
Instead of 
having quantities of 
poultry, 
eggs 
and cream or loads of hogs or sheep 
or cattle to convert into money every 
week or month, as in Northeast Mis­ 
souri, their income stops when their 
part of the crop is sold. Thus can be 
seen the strange contrast of the rich­ 
est lands on earth being operated by 
the poorest people

Eventually the pres­ 
ent sysftem will 
give way to

on farming will be a source of great 
wealth.
